Tired of the Taliban 


Fearful of militant backlash, Delaram townspeople hesitant in welcoming Marines

DELARAM, Afghanistan — The Marines 
were making good on a promise, delivering 
a dozen backpacks full of pencils and note- 
books to a boys’ school they had discovered 
just a few weeks earlier while on patrol. 

But the schoolmaster’s demeanor was 
markedly different from the first time the 
Marines had dropped off supplies. Then, he 


had said he would invite the Marines for tea 
the next time they stopped by. 

Now, he thanked them politely for the gifts, 
but was clearly uneasy. So the Marines kept 
the visit short. 

“If there’s anything we can do for you in 
the future, let us know,” said Master Set. 
Warren Coughlin of the 4th Civil Affairs 
Group. “Otherwise, we’ll stay away. We don’t 
want to cause you any problems.” 

It was not what they had hoped for. 


“We just wanted to sit down and have a 
chat with him,” Coughlin said. “But, appar- 
ently, in the intervening time, some people 
here said something to him.” 

Two years after the Marines first deployed 
to Delaram, a hardscrabble town in south- 
western Afghanistan’s Nimruz province, a 
pervasive fear of the Taliban continues to 
underlie nearly every facet of life.

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Japanese 
official visits 
Okinawa to 
review U.S. 
base options

YOMITAN, Okinawa — Japa- 
nese Foreign Minister Katsuya 
Okada arrived Sunday on Okina- 
wa to investigate the feasibility of 
moving Marine air operations on 
the island to Kadena Air Base. 

During the two-day visit he 
will view Camp Schwab, the con- 
troversial site of a replacement 
airstrip de- 
signed to 
replace Ma- 
rine Corps 
Air Station 
Futenma, 
and hold 
talks with 
local and 
military 
officials. 

It is OKa- 
da’s first 
visit to the 
island since 
taking the office in September 
under Japan’s new left-center 
government. The focus of his trip, 
he said, is to study alternatives to 
the 2006 bilateral agreement to 
build the new air facility on Oki- 
nawa’s rural northeast coast on 
the lower part of Camp Schwab 
and reclaimed land in Oura Bay. 

During a visit to Gov. Hirakazu 
Nakaima?’s office in Naha, Okada 
said he wanted to find out why 
Kadena Air Base is deemed un- 
available for use by the Marines. 

“A plan to move the operations 
to Kadena was once reviewed,” 
Okada said. 

“T want to know the reasons 
why the plan was not feasible 
and whether the move would be 
possible at all. We are now inten- 
sively reviewing the plan.” 

“T hope that the government 
will move forward in a visible 
manner with reducing Okinawa’s 
burden of hosting U.S. military 
bases,” said Nakaima.

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N.Y. trial may feed 9/11 planner's ego

WASHINGTON — When two planes struck 
the twin towers of the World Trade Center in 
Manhattan on Sept. 11, 2001, Khalid Sheikh 
Mohammed was sitting in an Internet cafe in 
Karachi, Pakistan, monitoring the attacks. At 
first, Mohammed later told CIA interrogators, 
he was disappointed. He said that he expect- 
ed the towers to crumble 
immediately and that he 
feared they might not fall | 
at all. 

After the towers came 
down, Mohammed re- 
turned to a hideaway flat 
in the city. There, accord- 
ing to newly disclosed 
details from U.S. offi- 
cials, he and a number 
of associates embraced 
repeatedly in celebra- 
tion, marveling at their 
spectacular success and the humbling of the 
American giant. 

More than eight years later, Mohammed, a 
detainee at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, soon will 
be transferred to federal court in Manhattan, 
returning to a city that officials now say he 
visited as a tourist when he was a student in 
North Carolina in the 1980s. The man widely 
known as KSM will arrive in New York as the 
most striking symbol of the Obama adminis- 
tration’s effort to close the military prison at 
Guantanamo Bay.

By all accounts, the spotlight during what 
would be the biggest terrorism trial in U.S. 
history would provide Mohammed, a man 
of no small ego, with the kind of attention he 
craves. The 9/11 Commission Report, discuss- 
ing Mohammed’s terrorist ambitions, called 
him a “self-cast star.” 

“IT am the mastermind of 9/11, not Osama 
bin Laden,” he said in one court hearing. 

His vanity has also surfaced. He once com- 
plained that a courtroom sketch artist had 
drawn his nose too big. The rendering of the 
proboscis was adjusted. 

Mohammed, 44, was born in Kuwait, the 
third son of Pakistani immigrants drawn to 
the oil-rich emirate, where his father became 
the imam of a mosque serving Pakistanis. 

By 16, Mohammed had joined the Muslim 
Brotherhood, an Islamist group, and become 
“enamored of violent jihad at youth camps in 
the desert,” according to a detailed profile in 
the 9/11 Commission Report. 

But he looked to the West to further his 
education. After high school, he enrolled at 
Chowan College in North Carolina before 
transferring after one semester to North 
Carolina Agricultural and Technical State 
University in Greensboro, where he earned a 
degree in mechanical engineering in 1986. 

The 9/11 Commission Report said Moham- 
med did not attract attention in the United 
States for any extremist beliefs. But a CIA 
document said that Mohammed’s “limited 
and negative experiences in the United States 
— which included a brief jail stay because of 


CHICAGO — A delegation from

Speaking at a news conference 
in Milan, Ill., Gov. Pat Quinn 
called the Obama administration’s 
interest in the prison a “great, 
great opportunity for our state.” 

Housing the detainees here 
would be “good for our state, good 
for our economy and good for our 
public safety,” the governor said. 

U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin, who also 
spoke, estimated using Thomson 


to hold terror suspects would gen- 
erate more than 2,000 local jobs 
directly related to the facility and 
an additional 1,000 in the sur- 
rounding community. 

The Obama administration re- 
vealed Friday the largely vacant 
prison near the Mississippi River 
is a leading candidate to house a

suspects. On Saturday, Durbin 
said that number would be “fewer 
than 100.” 

This morning, Durbin said the 
idea to look into Thomson as an

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unpaid bills — almost certainly propelled him 
on his path to become a terrorist.” 

He told the CIA that his contacts with 
Americans confirmed his view that the Unit- 
ed States was a “debauched and racist coun- 
try,” according to the agency document. 

After college, Mohammed traveled to Paki- 
stan, where one of his brothers worked for a 
Kuwaiti charity, and immersed himself in the 
world of the anti-Soviet mujahedeen. 

In 1996, when he described his plot for a 
direct attack on the United States using air- 
craft as weapons, bin Laden listened but did 
not immediately commit, according to the 
9/11 Commission Report. In 1998, however, 
after al-Qaida successfully bombed the U.S. 
Embassies in Kenya and Tanzania, bin Laden 
finally approved what the group came to refer 
to as the “planes operation.” 

Under Mohammed’s original plan for Sept. 
11, 10 aircraft were to be hijacked. He was to 
have been aboard the only one not to crash, 
and after killing the male passengers, he was 
to deliver a speech condemning U.S. support 
for Israel, as well as the Philippines and gov- 
ernments in the Arab world. 

The 9/11 Commission Report notes: “This 
vision gives a better glimpse of his true ambi- 
tions. This is theater, a spectacle of destruc- 
tion with KSM as the self-cast star — the 
superterrorist.” 

“To be treated as a common criminal is the 
last thing Khalid Sheikh Mohammed wants,” 
said Tom Malinowski, head of the Washington 
office of Human Rights Watch. 
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A White House official says the Thomson Correctional Center in 
Thomson, Ill., is a leading option as a facility to house a limited num- 
ber of detainees from Guantanamo Bay, along with federal inmates. 
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S. Koreans eager for answers from Obama

SEOUL — When President 
Barack Obama arrives 
Wednesday in Seoul, most of the 
world will be watching to see 
what he says about tempestuous 
North Korea. 

But many South Koreans will 
be paying as much attention to 
what he says about a stalled trade 
agreement with the United States 
and their country’s unpopu- 
lar involvement in the war in 
Afghanistan. 

Ryu Gil-jae, a professor at 
Kyungnam University’s Institute 
for Far Eastern Studies, said 
most Koreans don’t want to send 
troops to Afghanistan and don’t 
believe the war is justified. 

“(Obama] needs to persuade 
the Koreans,” he said. 

South Korea withdrew a force 
of about 200 medics and engi- 
neers from Afghanistan in 2007, 
after 23 South Korean missionar- 
ies there were captured by the 
Taliban and two were executed. 

The government has since sent 
a civilian medical and engineer 
teams to Afghanistan. Now it is 
considering expansion of a recon- 
struction team plus deploying 
police and troops in a noncom- 
bat role to protect them, Foreign 
Ministry spokesman Moon Tae- 
young said in a recent Associated 
Press report. 

Progressive opposition parties 
vowed to block the troop dispatch 
plan, which is subject to parlia- 
mentary approval but is expected 
to pass because the pro-U.S. rul- 
ing party dominates the National 
Assembly. 

Local media reports estimate 
a total of 300 police and troops 
and 130 more aid workers would 
be sent. 

Obama needs to capitalize on 
his popularity in South Korea in 
persuading the public that send- 
ing their troops to Afghanistan 
is worthwhile, Ryu said, adding 
that large-scale protests against 
South Korea’s involvement in 
Afghanistan are likely. 

Experts said Obama’s visit to 
South Korea will be overshad- 
owed by higher-profile stops 
in Japan and China earlier in 
his trip. But Bang Tae-seop, 


an expert on Northeast Asian 
affairs and the South Korean- 
U.S. relationship at the Samsung 
Economic Research Institute, 
said South Koreans want to see 
tangible progress on a pending 
free trade agreement between 
the two countries. 

“He should show South Koreans 
that he is trying to strengthen 
their relationship as economic 
partners in order to step up the 
strategic alliance between the 
nations,” Bang said. 

Obama’s stop in Seoul will come 
at the end of his Asia trip, and 
just over a week after North and 
South Korean warships briefly 
exchanged fire in their first naval 
clash in seven years. It also comes 
after a recent U.S. announcement 
that it would send envoy Stephen 
Bosworth to North Korea to try to 
persuade the communist nation 
to return to six-party nuclear dis- 
armament talks, possibly before 
the end of the year. 

“North Korea obviously will be 
a principal focus of this stop,” said 
Jeffrey Bader, National Security 
Council senior director for East 
Asian affairs 

In a speech Saturday in Tokyo, 
Obama said the U.S. is prepared 
to offer North Korea a differ- 
ent future from its current isola- 
tionism, repression of its people 
and widespread poverty. But the 
country must end its “belliger- 
ence” and live up to its interna- 
tional obligations if it expects to 
gain world respect, he said. 

After meeting with South 
Korean President Lee Myung- 
bak in Seoul on Thursday morn- 
ing and then attending a joint 
news conference, Obama is to 
speak to U.S. troops at a base offi- 
cials have yet to disclose before 
returning to the United States 
that evening. 

Ryu said he hopes Obama’s 
visit will pave the way for more 
openness from South Korea about 
progress on dissolving North 
Korea’s nuclear program. 

“The South Korean govern- 
ment keeps saying, ‘Everything is 
going very well,” Ryu said. “But 
they never say how, what and why. 
People want to know.”

Options: No end date for review set

The governor supports review- 
ing the plan and has stated he had 
reluctantly supported the Camp 
Schwab project because he had 
thought it was set in stone. 

Since smashing the ruling 
Liberal Democratic Party in 
August’s elections, Okada and the 
Democratic Party of Japan have 
called for a re-examination of the 
replacement plan. 

Some members of the new gov- 
ernment have suggested Marine 
air operations could be moved to 
mainland Japan, and Okada float- 
ed the idea of moving the Marines 
to Kadena Air Base. 

That idea has been shot down 
by U.S. officials ever since it was 
first suggested in 1996, when 
the two countries agreed, in the 
midst of massive base protests on 
Okinawa, to reduce the size of the 
bases on Okinawa by 20 percent, 
including closing MCAS Futen- 
ma. U.S. bases occupy about one- 
fifth of the island. 

President Barack Obama and 


Prime Minister Yukio Hatoyama 
announced in Tokyo last week 
that they are forming a working 
group to study the three-year 
agreement to realign U.S. troops 
in Japan. The key to the plan is 
closing MCAS Futenma. U.S. 
officials say that if the Marine 
air operations are not moved to 
the new base on Camp Schwab, 
plans to transfer 8,000 Marines 
and their families to Guam and 
closing several bases in southern 
Okinawa would be in jeopardy. 

No timeline has been set for 
completing the review. Although 
U.S. officials have pushed for a 
quick decision, Hatoyama, in Sin- 
gapore attending a meeting of the 
Asia-Pacific Economic Coopera- 
tion Forum, said that Japan has 
not promised a deadline. Some 
political observers say the gov- 
ernment is awaiting the results 
of the mayoral election in Nago in 
January and the governor’s elec- 
tion later next year. 

Besides visiting the governor 
Sunday, Okada also held meet- 


ings with Nago Mayor Yoshikazu 
Shimabukuro and Okinawa Pre- 
fectural Assembly Speaker Ze- 
nshin Takamine. He also toured 
Camp Schwab and the village of 
Henoko, the part of the city of 
Nago that hosts the base. A press 
release from Okada’s office stated 
he was not expected to speak with 
any Marine officials. 

On Monday he was scheduled 
to visit a memorial to the people 
who died during the Battle of 
Okinawa in 1945, take in MCAS 
Futenma from a scenic viewing 
site outside the base and tour 
Kadena Air Base. He was expect- 
ed to meet with U.S. military offi- 
cials then, his office announced. 

In a statement made prior to 
his departure from Tokyo, Okada 
said he was not coming to Oki- 
nawa with any preconceived per- 
ceptions, but wished to “listen 
well to the opinions” of the Oki- 
nawan people.

UIJEONGBU, South Korea — An off- 
hand comment about graffiti painted by 
Americans on a rocky South Korea moun- 
taintop has sparked an unusual hobby 
of sorts for several servicemembers of a 
Yongsan Garrison unit. 

Call them Graffiti Busters or the Paint 
Peeling Posse. 

Members of the C2 Intelligence, Plans 
and Exercise Division of the Combined 
Forces Command Headquarters in Seoul 
are making a habit of hiking up mountains 
to clean graffiti apparently left decades 
earlier by some of their countrymen. 

“Good neighbors don’t leave graffiti,” 
Air Force Maj. David Abrahamson said 
when asked why he has spearheaded the 


hike-and-scrape missions. 

Abrahamson explained that inthe spring, 
a Korean member of the Sanyangsarang 
hiking club told him about a boulder on 
Sapaesan — a mountain overlooking 
Uiyeongbu — covered in graffiti apparent- 
ly painted by U.S. servicemembers “that 
cast a bad light on Americans. He said it 
would be great if an American went with 
them and helped to clean it off.” 

Further investigation found that the 
25-by-9-foot boulder — called Mushroom 
Rock by local Koreans and visible from a 
good portion of Uijeongbu — was covered 
in layers of graffiti with markings that 
may have been used to identify the unit 
that once was based at a nearby military 
outpost, or to guide U.S. military helicop- 
ters there. Part of the “artwork” was dated 


“1967,” he said. 

After three visits to the mountaintop 
over the past seven months, including one 
earlier this month, members of the head- 
quarters division and the hiking club man- 
aged to scrape off most of the graffiti. 

“We got it to a point where from 100 
yards away, it would look natural,” he 
said. 

In the weeks ahead, the group plans to 
start work on another mountaintop boulder 
overlooking Uijeongbu. And Abrahamson 
said he recently saw yet another graf- 
fiti eyesore during a helicopter ride — an 
eyesore that will require some rappelling 
to get to. 

“We still have our eyes open, looking for 
more,” he said.

Delaram is relatively stable compared 
to other regions where rebel fighters are 
battling international troops. Only a few 
suicide attacks and fatal shootings of Ma- 
rines and Afghan police have occurred in 
the last two years. 

But U.S. troops, and the civilian spe- 
cialists who recently joined them, seem to 
have hit a wall in terms of trying to build 
trust with the local residents and promote 
some sort of civilized society. 

Their goal has been to create a model of 
change for one of southern Afghanistan’s 
most impoverished and lawless regions. 
But intimidation by the militants is com- 
plicating their efforts to improve security, 
foster local governance and launch devel- 
opmental aid projects. 

“T think [the people] really want to help 
us, most of them,” said 2nd Lt. Troy Gent, 
31, of Cedar City, Utah, who commands a 
platoon from Company I, 3rd Battalion, 4th 
Marine Regiment, which is posted along- 
side Afghan police. “But since there’s still 
that Taliban influence here, they’re still 
afraid.” 

It is unclear how entrenched the Tal- 
iban truly are in Delaram, a trading hub 
about 150 miles from the border with Iran. 
But they have proved capable of influenc- 
ing townspeople and villagers in dramatic 
ways. 

In early October, townspeople rioted 
for three days, keeping the Marines and 


local officers hemmed into the police sta- 
tion after a rumor spread that U.S. forces 
had burned a Quran and killed a dog and 
dragged it through a mosque. 

U.S. forces said the incident never hap- 
pened and blame the Taliban for spread- 
ing the falsehood. Gunmen fired randomly 
from the crowd, apparently trying to pro- 
voke the Marines and Afghan police into 
shooting back and killing rioters. But the 
Marines and police did not return fire, and 
there were no serious casualties on either 
side. 

“TI think the Marines won that battle,” 
Gent said. 

Less than a month ago, members of the 
3rd Battalion, 4th Marines became the 
fourth Marine unit to deploy to the De- 
laram district in the last two years. The 
Marines serve seven-month tours, which 
has made it difficult to sustain momentum 
from one rotation to the next. But that is 
a problem consistent with U.S. and other 
international forces all over Afghanistan, 
experienced hands say. 

“We don’t have eight years of experi- 
ence here. We have one year of experience 
eight years in a row,” said Dick Cavagnol, 
a civilian specialist with the U.S. Agency 
for International Development, who was 
posted to the town in early November. 

Cavagnol and a State Department gov- 
ernance specialist are the first civilian 
technical advisers assigned to the district 
on a long-term basis. The two men are es- 


sentially starting from scratch. 

The district governor is usually absent. 
There is no judge or prosecutor in town. 
New officials have been assigned to the 
district, but they have yet to arrive. 

A local elder recently told the American 
advisers that many people in Delaram are 
tired of the Taliban and want to see them 
gone, but they are afraid to step forward. 

“Each village has two, three, four, five 
Taliban,” the local elder said. “And if 
someone comes from the village to help 
the police, the Taliban will kill them.” 

Local police are poorly led and under- 
manned and rarely seem to venture be- 
yond the wire. During a recent three-day 
period, the Marines conducted nearly all 
of the security patrols, with the Afghan 
police accompanying them once a day, 
at most. The Afghans routinely postpone 
training sessions with U.S. advisers. 

“The chief doesn’t want to be here,” said 
Tom Gagne, a civilian police trainer. “He 
doesn’t lead from the front.” 

U.S. civilian officials are willing to shell 
out development dollars, but first they 
want to see a local council elected from 
tribal elders who can help determine how 
aid money is directed. 

“Nobody wants to be the leader because 
the leader would be targeted,” Cavagnol 
said.

French forces launch offensive

TAGAB VALLEY, Afghanistan — Hun- 
dreds of French and Afghan troops pushed 
into a volatile valley east of the Afghan 
capital Sunday in an attempt to gain control 
of an area that has long been a haven for 
militants who launch quick attacks and then 
fade back into hillside villages. 

The force of about 700 French and 100 
Afghan soldiers launched the offensive into 
the Tagab valley before dawn, one part 
from the north and another from the south, 
according to Col. Francis Chanson, head of 
the French marine infantry regiment. 

Just 30 miles from Kabul, the Tagab val- 
ley is seen as a launching pad for attacks in 
the capital. The area also needs to be secure 
for a planned road that would bypass the 
capital for moving supplies from neighbor- 
ing Pakistan to the north of the country, 
Chanson said. Construction has already 
begun in one of the safer parts of eastern 


Kapisa province. 

NATO forces have bases in the valley, but 
have had difficulty securing the mountain- 
ous area connected by small footpaths. In a 
neighboring valley last year, militants killed 
10 French troops. 

The joint force moved in with more than 
100 armored vehicles as U.S. and French at- 
tack helicopters roared overhead. Insurgent 
snipers fired from the roofs of houses onto 
the advancing column of vehicles, accord- 
ing to a reporter traveling with the French 
troops. 

Intelligence officers estimated there were 
60 to 80 armed insurgents directly along the 
column’s path, said Capt. Vincent, who ac- 
cording to French Foreign Legion rules can 
only be identified by his first name. 

No casualties were immediately reported. 
Insurgents could be seen firing on the col- 
umn of vehicles and then sliding back into 
houses before attack helicopters could fire 
back. 

The AP reporter saw one man dressed 





like a farmer fire a rocket-propelled gre- 
nade at the French troops, then drop his 
weapon and run into a field where he disap- 
peared into a group of villagers. 

The forces retaliated with sporadic artil- 
lery shelling and helicopter-borne missiles 
as the fighting intensified in the afternoon. 

Also on Sunday, the Ministry of Defence 
said a British soldier was killed in southern 
Afghanistan. The ministry said the soldier 
from 7th Battalion The Rifles was killed by 
small-arms fire during a foot patrol near 
Sangin in Helmand province on Sunday 
morning. 

Separately in the eastern province of Pak- 
tika, which borders Pakistan, a joint NATO 
and Afghan force killed “a group of mili- 
tants” while pursuing a commander linked 
to a militant network run by Jalaluddin 
Haqqani, NATO said.

Gates blocks release of detainee abuse photos

WASHINGTON — _ Defense 
Secretary Robert Gates has 
blocked the public release of any 
more pictures of foreign detain- 
ees abused by their U.S. captors, 
saying their release would endan- 
ger American soldiers. 

The Obama administration filed 
a brief with the Supreme Court 
late Friday saying that Gates has 
invoked new powers blocking the 
release of the photos. 

The American Civil Liberties 
Union had sued for the release 
of 21 color photographs showing 
prisoners in Afghanistan and Iraq 
being abused by Americans. Fed- 
eral courts had rejected the gov- 
ernment’s arguments to block their 
release, so Congress gave Gates 
new powers to keep them private 
under a law signed by President 
Barack Obama last month. 

Gates’ order specifically cites 


the 21 pictures sought by the 
ACLU, plus 23 additional ones 
cited in a ruling by the U.S. Court 
of Appeals 
for the 2nd 
Circuit.

of the United States, members of 
the United States armed forces, 
or employees of the United States 
government deployed outside 
the United States,” Gates said in 
his order blocking release of the 
photos. 

The release of photos showing 
prisoners being abused by U.S. 
soldiers at the Abu Ghraib pris- 
on in Iraq sparked international 
outrage. 

Jameel Jaffer, director of the 
ACLU National Security Project, 
said the group will continue to 
fight for the release of the photo- 
graphs, arguing that Gates’ order 
was overly broad. 

“We think the photos are an 
important part of the historical 
record. They are critical to the on- 
going national conversation about 
accountability for torture,” Jaffer 
said. “It sets a bad precedent for 
the government to be suppressing 
information that relates to gov- 
ernment misconduct.” 


Obama initially indicated he 
would not fight the release of the 
photographs, but he reversed 
course in May. The president said 
he was persuaded that disclosure 
could further incite violence in 
Afghanistan and Iraq and endan- 
ger U.S. troops there. 

The photographs at issue were 
taken by servicemembers in 
Iraq and Afghanistan and were 
part of criminal investigations 
of alleged abuse. Some pictures 
show “soldiers pointing pistols or 
rifles at the heads of hooded and 
handcuffed detainees,” Solicitor 
General Elena Kagan said in an 
appeal to the high court. 

In one, “a soldier holds a broom 
as if ‘sticking its end into the rec- 
tum of a restrained detainee,” 
Kagan said, quoting from an in- 
vestigation report prepared by 
the Pentagon.

CIA pays 
Pakistan 
millions 
for intel

WASHINGTON — The CIA 
has funneled hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars to Pakistan’s in- 
telligence service since the Sept. 
11, 2001, attacks, accounting for 
as much as one-third of the for- 
eign spy agency’s annual budget, 
current and former U.S. officials 
say. 

The Inter-Services Intelligence 
agency also has collected tens of 
millions of dollars through a clas- 
sified CIA program that pays for 
the capture or killing of wanted 
militants, a clandestine counter- 
part to the rewards publicly of- 
fered by the State Department, 
officials said. 

The payments have triggered 
intense debate within the U.S. 
government, officials said, be- 
cause of long-standing suspicions 
that the ISI continues to help Tal- 
iban extremists who undermine 
U.S. efforts in Afghanistan and 
provide sanctuary to al-Qaida 
members in Pakistan. 

But U.S. officials have contin- 
ued the funding because the ISI’s 
assistance is considered crucial: 
Almost every major terrorist 
plot this decade has originated in 
Pakistan’s tribal belt, where ISI 
informant networks are a prima- 
ry source of intelligence. 

The payments to Pakistan 
are authorized under a covert 
program initially approved 
by President George W. Bush 
and continued under President 
Barack Obama. The CIA de- 
clined to comment on the agen- 
cy’s financial ties to the ISI. 

Congress recently approved 
an extra $1 billion a year to help 
Pakistan stabilize its tribal belt 
at a time when Obama is con- 
sidering whether to send tens of 
thousands of additional troops to 
Afghanistan. 

The ISI has used the covert 
CIA money for a range of pur- 
poses, including the construc- 
tion of a new headquarters in the 
capital, Islamabad. That project 
pleased CIA officials because it 
replaced a structure considered 
vulnerable to attack; it also eased 
fears that the U.S. money would 
end up in the private bank ac- 
counts of ISI officials. 

Given the size of overt military 
and civilian aid to Pakistan, CIA 
officials argue that their own 
disbursements — particularly 
the bounties for suspected ter- 
rorists — should be considered a 
bargain. 

“They gave us 600 to 700 
people captured or dead,” said 
one former senior CIA official 
who worked with the Pakistanis. 
“Getting these guys off the street 
was a good thing, and it was a big 
savings to (U.S.) taxpayers.”

WASHINGTON — The govern- 
ment paid more than $47 billion in 
questionable Medicare claims in- 
cluding medical treatment show- 
ing little relation to a patient’s 
condition, wasting taxpayer dol- 
lars at a rate nearly three times 
the previous year. 

Excerpts of a new federal re- 
port obtained by The Associated 
Press show a dramatic increase 
in improper payments in the $440 
billion Medicare program that 
has been cited by government au- 
ditors as a high risk for fraud and 
waste for 20 years. 

It’s not clear whether Medi- 


care fraud is actually worsening. 
Much of the increase in the last 
year is attributed to a change in 
the Health and Human Services 
Department’s methodology that 
imposes stricter documentation 
requirements and includes more 
improper payments — part of a 
data-collection effort being or- 
dered governmentwide by Presi- 
dent Barack Obama this week to 
promote “honest budgeting” and 
accurate statistics. 

Still, the fiscal 2009 financial 
report — covering the first few 
months of the Obama adminis- 
tration — highlights the chal- 
lenges ahead for a government 
that is seeking in part to pay for 
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its proposed health care overhaul 
by cracking down on Medicare 
fraud. While noting that several 
new anti-fraud efforts were be- 
ginning, the government report 
makes clear that “aggressive ac- 
tions” to date aimed at reducing 
improper payments had yielded 
little improvement. 

In recent years, the suspect 
claims have included Medicare 
prescriptions from doctors who 
were dead and requests for pay- 
ment for medical supplies such 
as blood glucose strips for sexual 
impotence and diabetic shoes for 
leg amputees. 

Patients, many of them new 
citizens who barely speak Eng-

lish, are sometimes recruited by 
brokers who go door-to-door of- 
fering hundreds of dollars for use 
of their Medicare numbers. 

Obama is expected to an- 
nounce new initiatives this week 
to help crack down on Medicare 
fraud, including a government- 
wide Web site aimed at providing 
a fuller account of health care 
spending and improper payments 
made by various agencies. 

The Centers for Medicare 
and Medicaid Services also will 
launch a Web interactive next 
month that will allow users to 
track Medicare payment infor- 
mation by categories such as 
state, diagnosis and hospital. 


Madoff belonging’s auctioned in New York

NEW YORK — Items that used 
to belong to fallen financier Ber- 
nard Madoff and his wife, Ruth, 
fetched several times their esti- 
mated values at auction for a total 
of about $1 million, twice as much 
as the auctioneers had hoped for. 

Madoff’s blue satin New York 
Mets baseball jacket with his sur- 
name stitched on the back, valued 
at up to $720, sold for $14,500 at 
Saturday’s auction. The jacket 
carries its own special meaning: 
Team owners Fred Wilpon and 
Saul Katz were among the vic- 
tims of Madoff’s fraud. 

Excitement filled a Manhat- 
tan hotel ballroom as people par- 
ticipating in the auction, run by 
Pflugerville, Texas-based Gas- 
ton & Sheehan, bid for items they 
could afford without being as rich 
as Madoff was. 

Charlie Blumenkehl raised his 
hand for a set of Madoff’s golf 
irons, clinching them for $3,600, 
against a $350 to $400 estimate. 

“T just wanted Bernie’s name 
on the clubs,” the New Jersey 
fund manager said with a laugh, 
adding, “but I don’t want his vibes 
to be transmitted — my fund is 
doing better than his.”

$70,000 each, against a pre-sale 
estimate of no more than $9,800 
and $21,400.

New study says costs 
rise under health bill 


WASHINGTON — Overall 
spending on health care would 
rise as a result of legislation ap- 
proved a week ago by the House, 
and billions of dollars in pro- 
jected savings will be difficult to 
maintain, according to a report 
by atop official at the agency that 
oversees Medicare. 

The legislation would expand 
insurance coverage to an esti- 
mated 32 million people who now 
lack it, according to the report, 
creating a demand for services 
that “could be difficult to meet 
initially ... and could lead to price- 
increases, cost-shifting and/or 
changes in providers’ willing- 
ness to treat patients with low-re- 
imbursement health coverage.” 

The analysis was issued by the 
chief actuary at the Centers for 
Medicare and Medicaid, which 
is part of the Health and Human 
Services Department. The study 
was conducted at the request of 
House Republicans.

LONDON — Britain and Aus- 
tralia are saying sorry to thou- 
sands of British children who 
were promised a better life over- 
seas, only to suffer abuse and 
neglect thousands of miles from 
home. 

The British government said 
Sunday that Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown will apologize 
for 20th-century child migrant 
programs that saw thousands of 
poor British children sent to Aus- 
tralia, Canada and other former 
colonies. 

Many ended up in institutions 
or were sent to work as farm 
laborers. 

The Australian government 
said Prime Minister Kevin Rudd 





will offer his own apology Mon- 
day to the child migrants, as well 
as to the “forgotten Australians,” 
children who suffered in state 
care during the last century. 

The British government has 
estimated that 150,000 British 
children may have been shipped 
abroad under a variety of pro- 
grams that operated between the 
early 19th century and 1967. 

The migration was intended to 
stop the children from being a 
burden on the British state while 
supplying the receiving countries 
with potential workers. 

Sandra Anker, who was sent to 
Australia from Britain when she 
was 6, said the British govern- 
ment has “a lot to answer for.” 

“We’ve suffered all our lives,” 
she told the BBC. “For the gov- 
ernment of England to say sorry 
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about reining in Iran’s uranium 
enrichment. 

China is a huge and lucrative 
market for American goods and 
services, and yet it has a giant 
trade deficit with the U.S. that, 


like a raft of other economic is- 
sues, is a bone of contention be- 
tween the two governments. The

North Korea had warned it 
would take unspecified military 
action to defend itself following 
Tuesday’s skirmish with South 
Korea. A senior South Korean 
military officer said the fighting

Yonhap news agency reported 
that South Korea detected signs 
that North Korea activated its 
radar systems for anti-ship mis- 
siles at a western coastal site for 
about one hour starting around 1 
p.m.

told: Avoid bars, 


no mistresses

BEIJING — Chinese officials 
are being told to dump their mis- 
tresses, avoid hostess bars and 
shun extravagances as part of 
the Communist party’s efforts to 
clamp down on the corruption 
that is threatening its rule and 
sullying its reputation. 

The language of the new mo- 
rality push, one of countless such 
campaigns informally under way, 
is surprisingly bold, often cut- 
ting through the bureaucratese to 
make a clear link between moral 
lassitude and corruption. One 
statistic trotted out at a recent 
speech to bureaucrats: 95 percent 
of officials investigated for cor- 
ruption were found to be Keeping 
mistresses. 

“Tt’s just not possible to keep a 
mistress on your salary because 
maintaining this sort of extrava- 
gant lifestyle requires a large 
amount of cash money,” Qi Pei- 
wen, a party discipline enforcer, 
told officials in southern China. 

“What do you do if you don’t 
have the money? Naturally, you’ll 
use the power at your disposal to go 
find some,” Qi said, according to a 
transcript carried by state media. 

The message was reinforced 
in a series of speeches at party 
academies last month by Li Yu- 
anchao. He runs the organization 





department that controls senior 
appointments. 

Morality drives date back long 
before the Communist Party 
seized power in 1949, but the cur- 
rent one seems to stem more from 
a recognition that rampant cor- 
ruption threatens to undermine 
the party’s authority and perma- 
nently warp the value system of 
this rapidly developing nation of 
1.3 billion people. 

Meanwhile, a campaign against 
pornography, lewd content and 
advertising for sexual services 
has bolstered efforts to control 
potentially subversive content on 
the Internet. 

Authorities recently banned 
more than 1,400 erotic writings 
and 20 Web sites, including those 
that discussed one-night stands, 
wife-swapping, sexual abuse and 
violence that “disregarded com- 
mon decency,” according to the 
government’s General Adminis- 
tration of Press and Publication. 

Without fixed definitions of 
what constitutes indecent materi- 
al, the drive allows censors virtu- 
ally unfettered authority to block 
material, including blogs. 

Not everyone is so willing to 
comply, however. This year the 
government had to drop a heavy- 
handed attempt to increase In- 
ternet censorship by ordering 
pornography filters to be installed 
on computers. 
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China links Tibet to slavery 
in U.S. ahead of Obama visit

BEIJING — The conviction 
was Clear but the message befud- 
dling: China’s Foreign Ministry 
spokesman was equating serf- 
dom in Tibet to slavery in the U.S. 
— just ahead of President Barack 
Obama?’s first trip to China. 

Was it amonumental gaffe, last- 
minute stab at finding a common 
frame of reference, or a canny 
piece of strategy designed to re- 
define the U.S.-China dispute 
over Tibet? 

Whatever the motivation or in- 
tended effect, the response so far 
probably won’t be to Beijing’s lik- 
ing. Among academics, activists 
and commentators, the remarks 
have been labeled illogical, igno- 
rant and even insensitive. 

Ministry spokesman Qin 
Gang’s argument broke down like 
this: Obama, as the first black 
U.S. president and an admirer of 
Abraham Lincoln, should appre- 
ciate the importance of liberating 
slaves — exactly what China says 
it did in Tibet in 1959. 

“We hope that President 
Obama, more than any other for- 
eign dignitary, can have a bet- 
ter and deeper understanding of 
China’s position regarding safe- 
guarding its national sovereignty 
and territorial integrity,’ Qin 
said. 

Such reasoning struck some as

patently offensive to Obama for 
linking his policy decisions to the 
color of his skin, and to Tibetans, 
who revere the Dalai Lama as 
part of their Buddhist faith. 

“Tt is an insult for the un- 
elected and authoritarian Chi- 
nese government to suggest that 
an instinctive democrat such as 
Abraham Lincoln would have 
sided with China in seeking to 
deny the Tibetan people their 
fundamental right to determine 


their own future,” said Stepha- 
nie Brigden, director of the Free 
Tibet campaign. 

White House officials, when 
asked on the sidelines of the 
Asia-Pacific Economic Coopera- 
tion forum in Singapore for a re- 
sponse to Qin’s statement, had no 
comment. 

Qin’s words underscored the gap 
in perception between China and 
the West over Tibet and its exiled 
Buddhist leader.

Civility’s challenge: How to make

WASHINGTON 
rowing concern about incivility is 
one of America’s more appealing 
trends. Increasingly, individuals 


and institutions are seeking ways to bur- 
nish the Golden Rule. 

The concern isn’t new — professor P.M. 
Forni started the Johns Hopkins Civility 
Project 12 years ago and published a book 
in 2002: “Choosing Civility: The Twenty- 
Five Rules of Considerate Conduct.” 

Civility even has a Facebook page called 
“The Civility Initiative,’ where Forni and 
visitors exchange thoughts on the subject. 

But recent events and trends — from 
rowdy town-hall meetings to sideshow 
rants on television to the outburst of South 
Carolina Rep. Joe Wilson — have brought 
vague unease about manners into sharper 
focus. 

In Wilson’s home state, University of 
South Carolina President Harris Pas- 
tides has made civility a focal point of the 
institution’s goals. And an Atlanta public 
relations executive, Mark DeMoss, has 
organized a coalition of conservatives and 
liberals, religious and secular, in his own 
Civility Project to promote a grass-roots, 
voluntary effort toward renewed civility. 

His Web site (www.civilityproject.org) 
urges a voluntary pledge to be civil in dis- 
course and behavior, and to stand against 
incivility. 

President Barack Obama addressed ci- 
vility directly in his commencement ad- 
dress to Notre Dame earlier this year, and 
recently said, “one of the things I’m trying 
to figure out is, how can we make sure that 
civility is interesting.” 

That’s more than enough evidence to 
declare a trend. But do Americans really 
want to be civil? 

Our nostalgia for civility, some say, is 
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misplaced or at least exaggerated by wish- 
ful thinking. Americans have never been 
exemplars of manners in politics. Often 
cited are the anti-federalists, though the 
federalists were hardly rearranging the 
doilies. In one case, when federalist legis- 
lators needed a quorum for a Key vote, they 
dragged anti-federalists from their rooms 
and locked them in the statehouse. 

Imagine the fun we’d have if Harry Reid 
and Nancy Pelosi decided to lock their mod- 
erate colleagues in the Capitol until they 
agreed to sign off on health care reform. 

During the Andrew Jackson-John Quin- 
cy Adams election of 1828, the former gen- 
eral was called a murderer and a cannibal; 
his wife was accused of being a harlot. 
Closer to Joe Wilson’s stomping grounds, 
politics has always been a blood sport and 
most natives are proud of it. In the election 
of 1832, mobs assaulted candidates. Not 
very civil, that. 

Nonetheless, something has changed 
— and what has changed is media. I don’t 
mean traditional media, the so-called 
mainstream media everyone loves to hate 
these days. In fact, old media have strict 
standards about civility and appropri- 
ate language in the public sphere. Such 
concerns prevented me recently from 
publishing the obscenity uttered in The 
Washington Post newsroom that provoked 
an editor to punch a writer. 

Most crucial in the viral growth of inci- 
vility are new media — the Internet, the 
blogosphere and all the social applications, 
from Facebook to Twitter, and whatever 
else may have developed since I began typ- 
ing this page. 

Whereas in previous eras, an uncivil 
exchange might be confined to a room, 
a building or a public square, today’s 
media technology means that it is cap- 
tured, amplified, replayed and distributed 
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— perpetually. 

There are now Joe Wilson “You Lie” T- 
shirts and bumper stickers. Meanwhile, a 
recent USA Today/Gallup poll found that 
three-quarters of those surveyed were not 
“outraged” by Wilson’s outburst. 

Incivility may be bad form, but it can be 
good politics. Georgia Tech public policy 
professor Susan Herbst is finishing a book 
on civility in politics in which she argues 
that civility and incivility are both timeless 
strategic rhetorical assets. Some people 
are just more effective at using them. 

The real challenge for the civility- 
minded is that incivility is more exciting. 
Human beings are drawn to spectacle, as 
the bookers of Rome’s Colosseum under- 
stood. Glenn Beck is proof of the constancy 
of human nature. 
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Herbst insists that if we really want ci- 
vility to prevail, we have to find a way to 
make it exciting and interesting to young 
people and urges the teaching of debating 
skills to high school and college students. 

“We will never see the sort of civil, 
thoughtful, inventive debate that enables 
good public policy-making until we inspire 
the young adults in our midst how to pur- 
sue it themselves,” she wrote recently for 
the online publication Inside Higher Ed. 

Making debate cool is a challenge, not 
least because clear thinking is hard work 
that requires skill and discipline. Perhaps 
a few Hollywood celebrities might help 
lead the way? Civility, after all, is nothing 
but great acting.

Disconnect disappears when you reach the tarmac

thought I knew the cost of combat. I 
[recommended plans to spend billions 

of dollars in Afghanistan from my desk 
at the White House Office of Management 
and Budget. But it was not until last month, 
as I stood on the tarmac at Tweed-New 
Haven Regional Airport in Connecticut 
watching my friend’s flag-draped coffin 
come home, that I truly understood the 
price of war. 

Army Capt. Ben Sklaver, 32, was killed 
in a suicide attack in what was the dead- 
liest month for U.S. soldiers since the war 
in Afghanistan began in 2001. At the time, 
he was trying to meet with local leaders in 
a village outside Kandahar to see what in- 
frastructure they needed. To those at home 
who see our troops strictly as combatants, 
this is not a traditional soldier’s role. But 
Afghanistan is a new type of war, and Ben 
was on the front line. 

Ben was in acivil affairs unit, tasked with 
showing tangible progress to counter the 
Taliban’s effort of intimidation. The work 
appealed to him. Bringing people basic in- 
frastructure such as water and schools fos- 
ters hope in a region desperately lacking it. 
Ben was eternally optimistic and, despite 
numerous close calls, he proudly told me a 
week before his death that he was making 
progress. 

Such optimism and sense of purpose had 
previously led him to start a nonprofit or- 
ganization, ClearWater Initiative, focused 
on bringing fresh water to conflict-ridden 
regions in Uganda after his first tour with 
the military there in 2007. Villagers whom 
his organization helped thanked Ben for 
his “miracle” of water. 


Ben’s death robs not only his fiancee of 
a husband and his family of a son, it denies 
the world his unrealized potential, includ- 
ing the “miracles” that may have been in 
Ben’s mind for Afghanistan on his return. 
This is a price our leaders must consider as 
they define our new strategy in the region. 
The cost of war is not just the billions spent 
on guns and bullets, but a trade-off between 
losing the future of soldiers like Ben for the 
hope that a greater good is achieved. 

For too long, that full accounting of war 
was hidden from our national emotional 
balance sheet. The media were prevented 
from showing the return of the dead; even 
families of the deceased were unable to 
make the trip to Dover Air Force Base, 
Del., to view their loved one’s arrival. 


Watching my former roommate un- 
loaded from a plane in a silver container 
brought an indescribable pain. But for 
family members and those close to the sol- 
dier, watching the arrival is an important 
step in coming to terms with the loss. The 
ritual, the simplicity, the slow process of 
salutes and patriotic symbolism offer an 
important modicum of comfort for what is 
one of the worst experiences life can pro- 
vide. It brings home the reality of death, 
both physically and emotionally. 

President Barack Obama’s decisions to 
allow media coverage of returning coffins, 
to assist families of fallen soldiers to come 
to Dover and to attend a ceremony himself 
last month are significant steps for us as 
a country to fully account for war. They 


highlight the total price of war — not just 
the more than $200 billion spent so far but 
also the thousands of lost futures both here 
and in Afghanistan. 

What was most disheartening last week 
as we marked Veterans Day is that many of 
us, including some in government, are still 
too far removed to truly appreciate that our 
troops are engaged in battle daily. Maybe it 
is because the amount of money we spend 
is too large, the costs too abstract or the 
fighting too far away from our daily lives 
to comprehend. I have no doubt that senti- 
ment was true for many in southern Con- 
necticut. That is, until Ben came home.

Bordine said the letter explained 
that the borrower’s family moved 
to another state and the books were 
mistakenly packed. 

The letter says the money order 
was to cover fines of 2 cents per 
day for each book. That would total 
about $745. The letter says the 
extra money was added in case the 
rates had changed. 


Subway attacker 
gets 4 to 10 years 


ie PHILADELPHIA — A 
man with schizophrenia 
who attacked a sleeping subway 
rider with ahammer was sentenced 
to four to 10 years in prison for the 
attack, which a prosecutor dubbed 
“everybody’s worse nightmare.” 

Thomas Scantling, 27, of Phila- 
delphia, had failed to take his anti- 
psychotic medications but used 
PCP and other illegal drugs. The 
judge found that a toxic combina- 
tion fueled the violence. 

The September 2008 attack was 
captured by a security camera on 
a tape that shows Scantling pull a 
hammer from a backpack and re- 
peatedly strike DeWayne Taylor, 
20, before pulling him from the 
train onto a subway platform in 
Philadelphia.

Disney World takes

But, he said, “the truth is that 
the club has struggled to stay out of 
the red for at least the last decade” 
and owes more than $100,000 in 
operational expenses and legal 
fees, the newspaper reported. 


8 rescued from capsized 
boat off Tijuana coast 


C SAN DIEGO — Seven 

men and a_e pregnant 
woman clinging to a capsized boat 
were rescued in Mexican waters 
off the coast of Tijuana. 

The Coast Guard said the eight 
were picked up by a Canadian sail- 
ing vessel, the Island Princess, 
and taken to Shelter Island in San 
Diego. 

U.S. Customs spokeswoman 
Jacqueline Dizdul said five of the 
men were taken to a hospital and 
treated for hypothermia. One also 
had a cut on his arm. 

They claimed to be Mexican cit- 
izens, but authorities are working 
to confirm their statements. 

It has not been determined 
whether the rescued group was 
planning to cross to the United 
States. 


Hawaii plans to replenish 
sand at Waikiki beach 


fat [ HONOLULU — Hawaii 
H plans to widen part of 
Waikiki beach with sand pumped 
in from offshore. 

The sand in the area has been 
eroding about 1 to 2 feet per year, 
allowing water to rush into sea- 
walls and a hotel restaurant bar at 
peak high tide. 

The restoration project would 
cost between $2 million and $3 
million. The state appealed to the 
Hawaii Tourism Authority — a 
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quasi-state agency that promotes 
Hawaii to the world — to help fund 
the effort. 

The state has already set aside 
$1.5 million, and hopes the tour- 
ism authority will provide about 
$1 million. 

It also hopes Kyo-ya Hotel and 
Resorts — the owner of the Royal 
Hawaiian, the Moana Surfrider 
and other Waikiki hotels — will 
contribute $500,000. 

The plan would take 25,000 
cubic yards of sand to the beach 
using a submerged pump and 
pipeline. That would add about 40 
to 50 feet to the beach, doubling 
the beach width in some areas and 
tripling it in others. 

The same process would likely 
need to be repeated every 7 to 8 
years to keep the beach sufficient- 
ly wide. 


12 sent to hospital after 
wall collapses at game 


S UNION — Authorities 

said a wall has collapsed 
at a high school football playoff 
game in northwest South Carolina 
and a dozen students were taken to 
the hospital. 

Union County Superintendent 
David Eubanks told WSPA-TV the 
injuries were not life-threatening. 

Union County Sheriff’s Cpl. 
Randy Manus said students were 
leaning against a concrete wall 
during the third quarter of a game 
between Union and J.L. Mann.

Judge tentatively says 
Calif. seals can remain 


C SAN DIEGO — A judge 

in San Diego said harbor 
seals who took over a beach a de- 
cade ago can probably stay. 

Superior Court Judge Timothy 
Taylor issued a tentative ruling 
that allows the seal colony at Chil- 
dren’s Pool in La Jolla to remain. 
He’s expected to issue a final rul- 
ing after opponents get a chance to 
argue the pool should be restored 
for people. 

In 1997, the city said the pool 
shouldn’t be used because of bac- 
teria from seal waste. 

Another judge earlier ordered 
the city to remove the seals. How- 
ever, Taylor said a state law signed 
by the governor in July could allow 
them to remain. It would permit 
the cove to be designated as a ma- 
rine park.

COLUMBUS, Ohio — The old- 
est of the Buckeyes sent Ohio 
State back to the Granddaddy of 
all bowls. 

Devin Barclay, a 26-year-old 
former pro soccer player, kicked 
a 39-yard field goal in overtime 
to give No. 10 Ohio State a 27- 
24 victory Saturday over No. 15 
Iowa and send the Buckeyes to 
the Rose Bowl for the first time in 
13 years. 

“None of our kids have gone 
to the Rose Bowl. I haven’t been 
there in 25 years (since) I was an 
assistant coach in the 1985 Rose 
Bowl,” coach Jim Tressel said. 
“There’s nothing like it. It’s a 
great feeling.” 

The Buckeyes (9-2, 6-1) 
clinched at least a share of their 
fifth consecutive Big Ten title and 
the conference’s automatic BCS 
bid. 

“It means everything to us,” 
linebacker Austin Spitler said. 
“Senior day, we’re going to re- 
member this for the rest of our 
lives. This is a special moment.” 

Iowa (9-2, 5-2), which over- 
came a 24-10 deficit with just over 
11 minutes left, lost its second in 
a row. Redshirt freshman quar- 
terback James Vandenberg was 
solid for the Hawkeyes in his first 
college start. But filling in for the 
injured Ricky Stanzi — who hurt 
his ankle in last week’s upset loss 
to Northwestern — Vandenberg 
was intercepted three times, the 
final time to end Iowa’s only pos- 
session in overtime. 

Brandon Saine rushed for 103 
yards and two touchdowns and 
Dan Herron added another score 
for the Buckeyes.

Adam Robinson was thrown for a 
6-yard loss by Spitler, and Doug 
Worthington sacked Vandenberg 
for a 10-yard loss. Out of field- 
goal range on fourth-and-26, Van- 
denberg then lofted a long pass 
into the end zone that was picked 
off by Anderson Russell. 

The Buckeyes handled the 
ball with extra care — just the 
way Tressel wanted. Three runs 
up the middle netted 2 yards. 
On came Barclay, the Buckeyes’ 
front-line kicker since taking 
over after starter Aaron Pettrey 
injured a knee three games ago. 

“We had so much confidence in 
Devin that we were going back- 
wards to make his kick longer,” 
Tressel cracked. 

Still, Tressel admitted, he was 
on the headphones as Barclay 


made contact with the ball, tell- 
ing the offensive coaches in the 
press box to have a play ready for 
the next possession in overtime in 
case Barclay missed. 

Instead, his kick split the up- 
rights, touching off a wild scene 
as thousands rushed the field. 

“It’s unbelievable. I’m speech- 
less,’ said Barclay, a former 
Major League Soccer player who 
walked on for the Buckeyes. “The 
fourth quarter definitely made it 
interesting. I’m just glad we came 
out on top — and now we’re going 
to the Rose Bowl.” 

The Buckeyes haven’t been to 
Pasadena since the 1996 team 
finished No. 2 in the nation, scor- 
ing in the final minute to beat 
Arizona State 20-17 in the Rose 
Bowl. 


No. 6 Boise State erushes Idaho

BOISE, Idaho — Coach Chris 
Petersen claims to not pay any 
heed to the BCS popularity con- 
test. That would be the one that 
excluded his rampaging Boise 
State Broncos last year follow- 
ing a perfect regular season, 
and threatens to do so again this 
season. 

Yet there was Petersen this 
week hanging a quote in the lock- 
er room from Robb Akey. The en- 
ergetic coach of resurgent Idaho 
said he wanted to “take care of 
business,” ruin his rival’s BCS 
push and make the entire WAC 
mad at him for costing the con- 
ference the big bucks of having a 
team in the series. 

And this was Petersen on Sat- 
urday, after Kellen Moore threw 
four touchdown passes to Austin 
Pettis and tied a career high with 


five overall while the supposedly 
endangered, No. 6 Broncos over- 
whelmed the shellshocked Van- 
dals 63-25: 

“T think we’ll probably drop 
about three or four notches.” 

Petersen then flashed a wry 
grin and tapped his feet, as if 
pleased with his jab at the poll- 
sters who help decide the BCS. 

They want style points, so they 
should be pleased, too. Boise State 
sure looked beautiful in — and on 
— blue. 

Titus Young had a 100-yard 
kickoff return that was actually 
longer and Kyle Wilson returned 
an interception 71 yards for an- 
other score for the big-play Bron- 
cos (10-0, 5-0 WAC), who beat 
their rivals for the 11th consecu- 
tive time. 

“There was a lot of attention 
here,” Moore said. “And we were 
aware of it.” 


The nation’s passing efficiency 
leader, with 32 touchdowns and 
just three interceptions, passed 
Steve Young for 19th place on the 
Western Athletic Conference’s list 
for career touchdown passes. His 
57th in two seasons was to Pettis 
early in the fourth quarter. 

Recent close victories on nation- 
al television had put Boise State 
behind TCU in the BCS rankings, 
and only the higher ranked non- 
BCS school has a chance to crash 
the megabucks series. 

The Vandals (7-4, 4-3) were 
supposed to join WAC co-leader 
Nevada, which comes to Boise 
in two weeks, as the remaining 
threats to the Broncos’ third per- 
fect regular season since 2004. 
Idaho was off to its best start in 
15 years, with as many victo- 
ries since September as it had 
in the three previous seasons 
combined.

Adrian Peterson turned 18 car- 
ries into 133 yards and two touch- 
downs for Minnesota (8-1). 
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No. 1 Florida 24, South Carolina 14: At 
Columbia, S.C., Tim Tebow tied the South- 
eastern Conference touchdown record and 
Florida gained its first perfect league sea- 
son in 13 years. The Gators (10-0, 8-0) re- 
mained on track for a third national title in 
four years. 

Down 17-14, South Carolina (6-5, 3-5) 
drove 48 yards to the Florida 22. But de- 
fensive lineman Justin Trattou intercepted 
Stephen Garcia and brought it back 53 
yards. Tebow cashed in the TD four plays 
later, a 1-yard burst that was the 53rd of 
his SEC career to match LSU great Kevin 
Faulk. 

Tebow ended 14 of 25 for 199 yards pass- 
ing, including a 68-yard touchdown throw 
to Riley Cooper. 

Florida hadn’t gone undefeated in the 
SEC regular season since Steve Spurrier’s 
1996 national champion 

No. 8 Pittsburgh 27, Notre Dame 22: 
At Pittsburgh, Jonathan Baldwin made 
two exceptional catches that allowed Pitt 
(9-1) to open an 18-point lead, and the Pan- 
thers held on for a victory that might raise 
more cries for Fighting Irish coach Charlie 
Weis’ ouster. 

Notre Dame (6-4) trailed 27-9 with 12:44 
remaining after Dion Lewis’ 50-yard TD 
run, then came back behind two scores by 
Golden Tate. 

But Pitt’s pass rush caused Jimmy Clau- 
sen to fumble away Notre Dame’s last 
chance with just more than two minutes 
remaining. 

The Irish lost their eighth consecutive 
game to a Top 10 team — the longest streak 
in school history. Weis is 1-10 against 
ranked teams since 2006. 

No. 9 LSU 24, Louisiana Tech 16: At 
Baton Rouge, La., Keiland Williams ran 
for 116 yards and two second-half TDs. 

Williams’ first score, on a powerful 3- 
yard run that moved the pile, gave LSU (8- 
2) a 17-13 lead midway through the third 
quarter. His 9-yard TD in the fourth quar- 
ter made it a two-score game with a little 
more than seven minutes to go. 

Louisiana Tech (3-7) hasn’t beaten LSU 
since 1904, but led 13-10 at halftime after 
running back Daniel Porter took a direct 
snap on a fourth-down play and lobbed a 1- 
yard jump pass to tight end Dennis Morris 
as time expired in the second quarter. 

LSU’s defense locked down the Bulldogs 
in the second half, allowing the heavily fa- 
vored Tigers to overcome a shaky outing 
by quarterback Jarrett Lee, who started 
for the hobbled Jordan Jefferson. 

No. 25 Stanford 55, No. 11 USC 21: 
At Los Angeles, Toby Gerhart rushed for 
178 yards and three scores as Stanford 
scored the most points in history against 
the Trojans, who essentially ended their 
seven-year run as Pac-10 champions. 

Andrew Luck threw two TD passes and 
ran for a score for the Cardinal (7-3, 6-2 
Pac-10), who followed their surprising rout 
of Oregon last week with a strong start and 
a 27-point fourth quarter at the Coliseum, 
where the Trojans (7-3, 4-3) haven’t lost to 
any other opponent since 2001, going 47-2. 

Richard Sherman returned an intercep- 
tion 42 yards for a score with 11:41 to play 
for the Cardinal, who handed once-domi- 
nant USC its second blowout loss in three 
weeks. 

North Carolina 33, No. 12 Miami 24: 
At Chapel Hill, N.C., Kendric Burney re- 
turned one of his three interceptions for a 
77-yard TD, and his third pick resulted in 
a bizarre fourth-quarter score for North 
Carolina. 

Burney fumbled his third interception 
on what looked to be a forward pass, but 
Melvin Williams picked up the ball and ran 
the last 44 yards for a score. The TD held 
up on review after replays showed the ball 
slipping from Burney’s hand, confirming a 
play that gave the Tar Heels (7-3, 3-3 ACC) 
a 30-17 lead with about 91/2 minutes left. 

Jacory Harris threw four interceptions 
for the Hurricanes (7-3, 4-3).

McElroy tlips two long TD passes, 
Ingram breaks 70-yarder in rout

STARKVILLE, Miss. — Greg McElroy 
got tired of hearing the critics. So he did 
something about it. 

The quarterback hit three passes of 
more than 40 yards, including two for 
touchdowns, to lead No. 3 Alabama to a 31- 
3 victory over Mississippi State on Satur- 
day night. 

McElroy learned that being the Crimson 
Tide quarterback comes with scrutiny, but 
for a night at least he won’t hear a com- 
plaint. “Three yards and a cloud of dust is 
pretty much the staple of our offense,” said 
McElroy, who was 13-for-18 for 192 yards 
and no interceptions. “But we have the 
ability to break it for a big play.” 

That’s an ability Tide fans haven’t seen 
as much as they would like this season — 
until Saturday night. 

McElroy threw scoring passes of 45 
yards to Darius Hanks and 48 yards to 
Julio Jones, and Mark Ingram ripped off 
a 70-yard touchdown run as the Crimson 
Tide (10-0, 7-0 SEC) improved to 10-0 for 
the second consecutive year, something 
that hasn’t happened since the 1973-74 
seasons. 

This is the 30th time in Alabama’s 115 
years of football the Tide have reached 10 
victories, second only to Oklahoma’s 31. Al- 
abama has done it four times this decade. 

With triumphs over Tennessee-Chatta- 
nooga and Auburn, the Tide could take a 


12-0 record into the SEC title game against 
Florida for the second year in a row. 

Alabama fans can be hard on players, 
something McElroy got to watch firsthand 
when John Parker Wilson was the quarter- 
back. McElroy said last week that taking 
criticism is just part of the job. 

Then he went about erasing at least some 
of the doubt about his ability to lead the 
Tide to a national title, leading Alabama to 
a turnover- and penalty-free effort. 

He got the Alabama offense rolling in 
the second quarter when he found Hanks 
open near the left sideline about 20 yards 
downfield. Hanks broke a tackle about 10 
yards from the end zone and scored. 

“One big, quick play, you can’t beat it,” 
Hanks said after scoring the longest touch- 
down of his career. “One play and you’re 
out of there.” 

After building a 17-0 lead, Alabama went 
back to quick-strike mode in the fourth 
quarter. The Tide engineered two one-play 
drives to end any Mississippi State hopes. 
First, McElroy found Jones alone around 
the 15 and hit him in stride for his second 
long scoring pass. 

On the ensuing drive, Ingram found an 
opening in the middle and accelerated un- 
touched through an exhausted Bulldogs 
defense. The play was in sharp contrast to 
what the rest of the game was like for the 
Heisman Trophy candidate. Until that run, 
he had a fairly workmanlike performance 
with just two carries of more than 10 yards 
and seemed headed for a quiet night.

Dobbs sets 
TD record; 
5 give QB 

22 for year

ANNAPOLIS, Md. — Ricky 
Dobbs bulled into the Navy re- 
cord book, breaking a mark that 
had stood since 1917. 

The Midshipmen quarterback 
broke the school record for touch- 
downs in a season, running for 
five in Navy’s 35-18 victory over 
Delaware on Saturday. 

Dobbs leads the nation with 22 
touchdowns and needs one more 
rushing score to tie the NCAA 
record for quarterbacks shared 
by Florida’s Tim Tebow (2007) 
and Air Force’s Chance Harridge 
(2002). His final TD broke Bill 
Ingram’s Navy record of 21 set in 
1917. 

Dobbs missed most of two 
games with a knee injury before 
returning to lead Navy to a 23-21 
victory at Notre Dame. 

“The kid is amazing,’ Navy 
coach Ken Niumatolo said. “His 
injury should have made him 
done for the year. To come back 
and play the way he has, I couldn’t 
be more proud of him.” 

Navy (8-3), which has already 
accepted a bid to the Texas Bowl, 
scored 21 points in the fourth 
quarter, including the final TD 
with 46 seconds left. 

Dobbs, who set up his third 
score with a career-long 46-yard 
run, finished with 100 yards on 26 
carries. He also completed four of 
six passes for 78 yards, setting up 
two scores through the air. 

After gaining just 105 yards on 
22 first-half plays and trailing 9-7 
at the break, Navy had 215 yards 
in the second half. The Midship- 
men ran 51 times for 242 yards 
for the game.

Miller bloodied in World Cup 
slalom won by Austrian 


LEVI, Finland — Reinfried 
Herbst of Austria won the men’s 
World Cup slalom opener on Sun- 
day.

Herbst posted a two-run time 
of 1 minute, 49.79 seconds down 
the Black Course to beat run- 
ner-up Ivica Kostelic of Croatia 
by 0.28 seconds.

Djokovic wins Paris Masters 


PARIS — Third-seeded Novak 
Djokovic scrambled to a 6-2, 5-7, 
7-6 (3) victory over local favorite 
Gael Monfils on Sunday to win the 
Paris Masters for the first time. 

The victory, a Tour-record 76th 
this season, gave Djokovic back- 
to-back ATP Tour titles. He beat 


top-ranked Roger Federer in the 
Swiss Indoors final last Sunday. 


Phelps 2nd in slow suit 


BERLIN — Racing in an old- 
style swimsuit and on little prac- 
tice, Michael Phelps had to settle 
for second place in the 200-meter 
individual final behind Darian 
Townsend of South Africa, who 
broke one of the 16 world records 
set in two days of competition in a 
short-course World Cup meet. 

Phelps ended his weeklong Eu- 
ropean tour with no victories in 
two meets, let alone any records. 

Phelps won an unprecedented 
eight gold medals in the Beijing 
Olympics but he still uses the 
old-style, textile knee-length suit 
rather than the high-tech full- 
body swimsuits most of his rivals 
compete in. Phelps’ suit will be- 
come the standard on Jan. 1, how- 
ever, and he feels he may have an 
advantage when the rest of the 
field returns to them. 

“Considering the suit he’s 
wearing and the shape he is, Ill 
take it,’ Phelps’ coach, Bob Bow- 
man, said of his swimmer’s per- 
formances in the two meets. “It 
could have been worse.” 

In Stockholm earlier in the 
week, Phelps also finished sec- 
ond in the 200 medley and missed 
three finals. In Berlin, he missed 
two finals and was fifth in the 200 
butterfly Saturday. 


Davis wins World Cup 
1,000-meter race 


HEERENVEEN, Netherlands 
— Shani Davis won the 1,000- 
meter World Cup speedskating 
race on Sunday for his second in- 
dividual victory of the weekend.

Australian Masters becomes 
Woods’ seventh title of year

MELBOURNE, Australia — Tiger 
Woods gave record crowds at Kingston 
Heath what they wanted to see — exquisite 
shots and a closing round of 4-under 68 to 
win the Australian Masters on Sunday for 
his seventh victory of the year. 

In his first trip Down Under in 11 years, 
Woods put on quite a show for his $3 mil- 
lion appearance fee. 

Woods pulled away from a three-way tie 
for the lead with three birdies on his open- 
ing six holes, then seized control with a tee 
shot to a back pin on the par-3 15th that 
covered the flag and stopped 6 feet away 
for his final victory. 

He wound up with a two-shot victory 
over Greg Chalmers, who couldn’t keep up 
along the back nine. 

Woods has won 82 times around the 
world and in 13 countries at official tourna- 
ments. It was his first victory in Australia, 
where the government estimates its return 
on paying half of the appearance fee was 
about $20 million. 

The crowd approached 25,000 all four 
days, giving Kingston Heath the look 
and the energy of a major championship. 
Woods slipped on a jacket for winning this 
Masters — gold, not green — and wrapped 
up his two-week international swing witha 
familiar outcome. 

Asked what his legacy would be in Aus- 
tralia, Woods smiled and said, “I got a W.” 

“That was the goal this week,” said 
Woods, who finished at 14-under 274. 

“T’m very thankful to have a chance to 
play in front of great people and put togeth- 
er some good rounds.” 

It was a sloppy round Saturday that 
turned the final day into a race. Woods 
showed early, though, that he had fixed 
whatever was wrong. 

With a stiff breeze in his face, Woods 
ripped a 3-wood to the par-5 opening hole 
and the gallery erupted when it landed 
near the hole and rolled 30 feet away for 
a birdie. 

Still tied with Chalmers, Woods took on 
a left pin at the par-4 fifth that stopped 31/2 
feet away, and followed that with a delicate 
pitch from about 75 yards to another dan- 
gerous pin, this one back and to the left at 
the edge of a deep bunker. It checked up 
at the ridge and trickled down to inside 2 
feet. 

PGA Tour: At Lake Buena Vista, Fla., 
George McNeill closed with a double- 
bogey Saturday, allowing three others 
to share the lead heading into the final 
round of the Children’s Miracle Net- 
work Classic. 

McNeill overcame a five-shot deficit 
and made a pair of eagles on a cool day 
at Disney World that made greens fast 
but easy to reach. Justin Leonard, Justin 
Rose and Mathias Gronberg were also 
tied atop the leaderboard. 

LPGA Tour: At Guadalajara, Mexico, 
Michelle Wie moved into position for 
her first tour victory, shooting a 2-under 
70 on Saturday in the Lorena Ochoa In- 
vitational for a share of the third-round 
lead with Cristie Kerr. Kerr had a 67 to 
match Wie at 10 under. Second-round 
leader Jiyai Shin (74) was a stroke back 
along with Paula Creamer (71) and first- 
round leader Song-Hee Kim (70).

TKO in the 12th round 
brings seventh crown 
in seven weight classes

LAS VEGAS — Manny Pacquiao’s speed 
and power were way too much for Miguel 
Cotto’s heart. 

Pacquiao put on yet another dominat- 
ing performance Saturday night, knocking 
down Cotto twice and turning his face into 
a bloody mess before stopping him at 55 
seconds of the 12th round. 

The Filipino star used his blazing speed 
and power from both hands to win his 
seventh title in seven weight classes and 
cement his stature as the best pound-for- 
pound fighter in the world. Cotto took such 
a beating that his face was a river of red 
from the fury of Pacquiao’s punches, but 
he refused to quit even as his corner tried 
to throw in the towel after the 11th round. 

“T didn’t know from where the punches 
were coming,” Cotto said. 

The fight was billed as a 145-pound clas- 
sic, and in the early rounds it didn’t disap- 
point. The two went after each other with 
a vengeance, and Cotto more than held his 
own as they traded punches in the center 
of the ring before a roaring sellout crowd 
at the MGM Grand arena.

Pacquiao dropped Cotto, the WBO wel- 
terweight champ, with a right hand early 
in the third, but he wasn’t badly hurt and 
came back to finish the round strong. But 
after Pacquiao put Cotto on the canvas with 
a big left hand late in the fourth round, the 
Puerto Rican was not the same again. 

Cotto won two rounds on the scorecards 
of two ringside judges and just one on the 
card of the third. The Associated Press 
gave Cotto just the first round. 

“Our plan was not to hurry, but to take 
our time,” Pacquiao said. “It was a hard

fight tonight and I needed time to test his 
power.” 

Cotto’s face was marked early and he 
was bleeding midway through the fight as 
Pacquiao kept bouncing around and throw- 
ing punches in his unorthodox left-handed 
style. He tried to keep taking the fight to 
Pacquiao, but by then his punches had lost 
their sting and his only real chance was to 
land a big punch. 

“He hit harder than we expected and he 
was a lot stronger than we expected,” said 
Cotto’s trainer, Joe Santiago. 

Cotto fought gamely, but in the late 
rounds he was just trying to survive as 
blood flowed down his face and Pacquiao 
came after him relentlessly. Santiago tried 
to stop the fight after the 11th, but Cotto 
went back out to take even more punish- 
ment before a final flurry along the ropes 
prompted referee Kenny Bayless to end it. 

His face swollen, Cotto was bleeding 
from his nose and his cuts, and he couldn’t 
stop Pacquiao from bouncing inside and 
throwing both hands at will. 

“Manny Pacquiao is one of the best box- 
ers I ever fought,” Cotto said. 

Pacquiao, coming off of spectacular vic- 
tories over Oscar De La Hoya and Ricky 
Hatton, added another one against Cotto, 
who had lost only once. 

Pacquiao did it in his trademark way, 
throwing punches in flurries and from 
all angles until Cotto began to slow down. 
Then he pursued him nonstop until the 
end.
